Tax rates set: 
$19.95 and $24.68 


Wilmington has its tax rate for 
fiscal year 1984. Selectmen set the 
rate Monday night, with no increase 
in the residential rate, $19.95 per 
thousand. The commercial rate is 
$24.68, an increase of 98 cents. 

The selectmen Monday night met 
with Principal Assessor Anthony 
Krzeminski and Town Counsel Alan 
Altman, before setting the rate 

The town adopted a classification 
system of property tax rates last 
year, at the same time that figures 
from a complete revaluation were 
implemented. Under the system, 
there is one rate for residential pro 
perty or open space, and another 
rate for commercial, industrial or 
personal property 

If the town were under a single tax 
rate, the increase would have been 
45 cents, {rom $21.54 to $21.99. 

Krzeminski recited figures show 
ing an $9.47 million net increase in 
the town's property value. Of that in: 


crease, $7.3 million was in industrial 
property, with a $1.47 million in- 
crease in commercial property 

Residential values increased $2.3 
million, with only 34 new homes, but 
many additions to existing homes. 

On the negative side, the figure 
shown for personal property values 
dropped $1.75 million. The property 
represented in this figure is that 
owned by non-manufacturing firms 
Simply omitting the code M on the 
revaluation sheets resulted in per 
sonal property assessments to 
several manufacturing firms. In one 
instance, a firm was incorrectly 
assessed for more than a million 
dollars of personal property 

With the tax rates voted by the 
selectmen, the next step is state ap. 
proval. Tax bills will probably be 
mailed sometime in the next few 
weeks, and due within 30 days from 
the postmark. 


Rubbish contractor 
asks 52% hike; 
town may sue 


For the second time this year, 
Wilmington's rubbish contractor has 
announced to the town that he 
wishes to raise the price on rubbish 
pickup 

In the first instance, the town went 
along with the increase. The con: 
tract was for three years, but the 
town only had a one-year perfor. 
mance bond. So a new contract was 
executed, upping the contract price 
to $277,000 for the year, Last year's 
price was $210,500, 

Town officials have said that Vin. 
ing’s second attempt will not be suc 
sful, although the town has little 
course against him. The new con 
tract took effect on July 1, and Vin. 
ing was supposed to post a one-year 
performance bond. He has never 
done this 

Early this month, Town Manager 
Buzz Stapzcynski received a letter 
from Michael Vining, saying that on 
Oct. 14, he would have to raise the 
rate by $2800 a week — or $145,000 a 
year, a 52 percent increase. 

Monday night, Domenic Tutela, 
chairman of the board of health, 
spoke with selectmen and the town 
manager after the selectmen's 
meeting. He asked for a meeting to 
be called between the two boards, 
Jater this week. The discussion went 
on for more than half an hour, with 
heated exchanges between Tutela 
and_selectmen, especially Rocco 
DePasquale

Tutela said that his main concern 
now was to be sure that the town was 
planning to sue Vining 

Stapezynski said that Vining’s let 
ter“thad ‘sue me’ written all over it, 
in big letters.’” He said that he and 
town counsel had called Vining in for 
@ meeting, stipulating that Vining’s 
attorney was to be present 

The town manager later said, 
though, that any action against Vin- 
ing would probably be fruitless. The 
town holds no bond, and Vining is 
working with leased equipment 

In discussing how the rubbish 
would be collected if the Vining 
agreement falls through, Stapezyn: 
ski said that the next lowest bidder, 
SCA Services, could pick up the con 
tract on two weeks notice. SCA had 
bid $338,000. In the meantime, he 
said, Canalas could fill in 

Selectman Jim Stewart objected 
to using a contractor who had not bid 
on the original contract, saying he 
wanted to see the work go to the next 
lowest bidder 
Stapezynski said that rubbish col 
lection was considered a service 
and that bids were not acutally re 
quired 

Stapezynski said that even with 
the increase allowed earlier this 
year, the town was saving money 
with the contract, Wilmington, he 
said, had the lowest price per 
household of any town around

The Permanent Building Commit 
tee (PBC) of Wilmington will pro 
pose a construction program, in the 
town meeting next Monday’ which 
will cost $6.5 million. This will be for 
improvement and additions to Wilm: 
ington High School, including 
veral needed items, such as a 
science area, a music area and an 
industrial area. Also to be proposed 
is a new and enlarged gymnasium. 
with room for two basketball courts. 
plus adequate locker rooms, etc 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale and 
others wish to enlarge the gym: 
nasium area. They are proposing to 
amend the PBC costs to a total of 
$7.2 million 

The Finance Committee has its 
thoughts, based on hard facts

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Development to straddle town line 


Corporate Place 93, a 59 acre of 
fice park, is being proposed for con 
struction in Andover, Tewksbury 
and Wilmington according to a story 
in the Andover Townsman on Oc- 
tober 13. The main part of the story 
related to a survey made on traffic 
conditions, and reported to the An 
dover Planning Board. 

‘The office park is to be located off 
Route 93 and near the Gillette plant 
About 500,000 square feet of research 
and development office space is to 
be constructed. Of this over 300,000 
would be in Andover, with the re. 
mainder being in Tewksbury and 
Wilmington 

‘The area involved can be describ. 
ed as being westerly of Ballardvale 
Street in Wilmington 

Traffic engineer Dermott Kelly of 
Vanesse/Hangen Associates told the 
Andover Planning Board of the 
study of potential impact of traffic 
According to the engineer the new 
development would generate a total 


of 5,900 vehicle trips a day, heading 
in and out of the office park 

During the morning peak hours an 
estiamted 815 vehicles would be 
entering the site and 60 leaving. Dur. 
ing the afternoon peak it was 
estimated that 710 vehicles would be 
leaving and 55 entering 

As a part of the study Kelly had 
counted the traffic near the Com 
pugraphic building on Ballardvale 
Street. About 97 percent of the Com 
pugraphic traffic, he said, came 
from Route 93/Route 125, in a direc 
tion south of the site, The remaining 
three percent came from the north, 
from the Ballardvale area 

He concluded that 92 percent of the 

fic to the Andover office park 

would use the Ballardvale Street 
(Wilmington) access and the re 
maining eight percent would come 
through Ballardvale itself 

‘The Compugraphic figures, he 
said, are “a pretty solid indication of 


where people come from to use an 
office building in this area 

He noted that a sum of money has 
been allocated by the state to widen 
Ballardvale Street in Wimington 
Wilmington’s plans were described 
as being “still up in the air 

A traffic light is being planned, the 
engineer said, for the intersection of 
Route and Ballardvale Street 

Richard Kelly, the developer (and 
apparently no relative of the traffic 
engineer) told the Andover Planning 
Board that the engineer's figures 
were “extremely conservative. We 
don’t generate anywhere near that 
number of cars

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Rev. Isaac Morrill prominent in early church history

Whether the Rev. Isaac Morrill 
ever held a gun in hand in battle is at 
best only a guess. He was called, by 
some “The Fighting Parson.” 

‘The Rev. Isaac Morrill of Wilm- 
ington was a very active person in 
the French and Indian War, and dur- 
ing the American Revolution. He 
may be listed as being among the 
greatest of men ever to have lived in 
Wilmington. 

On the day of the Battle of Concord 
with another clergyman, he was 
knocking at the door of the minister 
of Bedford, at daybreak. That is an 
old Wilmington tradition. 

‘The Bedford pastor put his head 
out a window and asked the men 
what was wanted. The two men said 
they were on their way to Concord, 
to fight. So goes the story 

The Bedford clergyman is then 
said to have replied that they could 
go and fight, while he would stay 
home and pray. °* 

After the events of the 19th of April 
were over, Mr. Morrill and his com- 
panion are said to have returned to 
Bedford, and escorted that minister 
to the British lines at Boston, from 
whence he never returned. 

It is an old Wilmington tradition, 
and it may well be true. It most cer- 
tainly is true that the Rev, Isaac 
Morrill, five years later, was the 
person who was asked to deliver the 
dedicatory address when the Battle 
Green at Lexington was dedicated. 
That address was delivered, and a 
copy may be found in the files of the 
Massachusetts Historical Society 
(MHS)

Also to be found in the MHS is a 
printed copy of the sermon he 
delivered in the Wilmington Church 
of Christ (Congregational Church) 
in 1752 to a company of soldiers who 
were leaving for active duty against 
the French of Canada. It was a fiery 
speech. The MHS copy, printed in

old fashioned type, is difficult to 
read 

He seems to have been a man of 
decided opinions. 

The story of the Rev. George 
Whitefield preaching to the Indians 
in Wilmington is another tradition 
which, some persons felt, may not 


have happened 

In the files of the MHS is a book 
written about 100 men who had 
graduated from Harvard College. 
The Rev. Mr. Morrill is one of those 
100. 

In that book he relates how, when 
the Rev. George Whitefield proposed

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to come to Wilmington he forbade 
the use of the pulpit in his church to 
the visiting clergyman. Then he 
mounted on horseback and visited 
every family in the parish and forb- 
de the people to listen to Mr. 
Whitefield, 

George Whitefield had been or- 
dained in the Church of England 
from which the Puritans had virtual- 
ly succeeded during the seventeenth 
century. Not only that, but he was 
preaching a new style of religion. In 
a few years it would be called ~ 
Methodism. His mission lasted for 
many years, as he roamed up and 
down the seaboard of the British col- 
onies in America. 

It was not a style of religion of 
which the graduates of Harvard Col- 
lege could approve. They were 
Puritan preachers. Many of them 
closed their churches to the Rev. Mr. 
Whitefield and this included the Rev. 
Isaac Morrill 

George Whitefield did preach in 
Wilmington, beneath an elm tree 
that stood near the present Mid: 
dlesex Avenue in North Wilmington. 
A picture of that elm is to be seen on 
the town seal. It is possible that 
some of the Wilmington people did 
listen to him, but the tradition says it 
was “only Indians."” 

Isaac Morrill saw active service in 
the French and Indian War."He was 
the chaplain to the Massachusetts 
troops serving in northern New 
York. That was about a dozen years 
before the American Revolution 

He saw service during the siege of 
Fort Ticonderoga on the shore of 
Lake Champlain. There are two let 
ters in the Woburn Public Library, 
dated at different times during the 
siege, in which soldiers from that 
town tell of tramping seven miles 
through the woods on a Sunday mor- 
ning to hear Mr. Morrill preach 

Mr. Morrill also did garrison duty 
at one of the forts in northern New 
York. He spent some months’at that 
fort before returning home 

During the previous century there 
had been a lot of warfare against the 
people of Massachusetts by the In- 
dians and by the French. The colony 
had no money and was forbidden to 
issue coinage. Rarely did money 
come from Britain 

The result was, from time to time, 
the issue of “'script” - paper money, 
to provide a means of exchange 
Soldiers who were discharged from 
duty received script, Often they 
received promises of land in Maine 
instead of script. Possibly those pro- 
mises were of more value, The 
various issues of paper money 
received their own distinctive 
names, for instance, “old tenor’ and 
“new tenor 

At the end of the French and In- 
dian War many who were discharg 
ed received British silver instead of 
Colonial notes. The Rev. Mr. Morrill 
was one of those fortunate persons. 

His actions were noteworthy for he 
had that silver converted into a com- 
munion set for his church. Commu- 
nion sets were rare, and silver com: 
munion sets, outside of the larger 
towns, virtually unheard of 

That communion set disappeared 
many years past. No one knows 
where it is. There are tales of it be 
ing in a Salem museum, or a Boston 
museum, but no one seems to really 
know 

Born in Salisbury, Mass., Isaac 
Morrill was a fourth generation 
Puritan in that town. Members of 
the Morrill family live today in 
Salisbury, it is said. Descendants of 
his family live in Wilmington, 

Isaac was 24th in his class when he 
graduated from Harvard in 1737 
‘There were 34 in the class. The class 
standings had no relationship to the 

olarship, but rather to the social 
standings of the parents. 

Harvard College had been 
established for the purpose of train. 
ing Puritan clergymen. The students 
had a thorough grounding in 
Hebrew, Greek, the Bible and 


philosophy, with extensive readings 
in the latest of the British 
French philosophers. 
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Most Harvard graduates went on 
to teach. They were not ordained on 
graduation. That ceremony came 
only after they were “called” by a 
church 

Isaac Morrill was called in 1741, to 
take the pulpit of the Wilmington 
church. He was ordained on May 20, 
his 23rd birthday, He remained the 
minister of the Wilmington church 
for over 52 years, until his death on 
August 7, 1793. 

His grave is the small hill by the 
Wilmington town hall, surmounted 
by a brick chimney appearing tomb- 
stone, That hill is artificial, hollow. 
‘There are a dozen caskets under that 
brick tombstone, members of his 
family and of the Cadwallader Ford 
family, with which he was related 
through marriage. 

His home still exists, on Middlesex 
Avenue, the home today of Paul and 
Lorraine Herman, Members of the 
Morrill family lived in that home for 
over 200 years. 

It was during the days before the 
Revolution that the studies and 
understanding of Isaac Morrill 
became of interest. Wilmington was 
a small town in population, some 15 
or 20 miles from Boston. Like its 
sister towns, Wilmington was a par- 
ticipant in those days of growth. 

A Committee of Correspondence 
was established by the town meeting 
on March 15, 1773, Benjamin Ja- 
quith, Timothy Walker and Reuben 
Butters. In that same meeting the 
town adopted a resolve which had 
been prepared by another commit- 
tee, a Committee appointed to ex- 
amine into Public Grievances. 

The resolve is in the handwriting 
of the Town Clerk, Cadwallador 
Ford Jr. It is a magnificent state- 
ment. It can be labeled the Wilm- 
ington Declaration on Civil Rights. 

Who was the author of the Wilm- 
ington Declaration of Civil Rights? 
‘The evidence points to Wilmington's 
clergyman, Isaac Morrill. 

The Puritan clergy of the Colony 
did not take an active part in town 
government in those days. They did 
not run for office, nor did they ac- - 
cept political appointments. The 
town and the church was one, and 
the clergyman was just another per- 
son when the time came to vote 

But the clergymen could and did 
offer advice to the duly appointed or 
elected officers and committees 

Isaac Morrill was not a part of the 
committee which prepared that 
document, But who, among the peo- 
ple of that day, knew of the 
philosophies propounded by the 
British philosopher John Locke? It 
was that man who propounded the 


philosophies that are found 
throughout the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 


The Wilmington Declaration of 
Civil Rights was authored by a per- 
son who knew of the philosophies of 
John Locke. ‘ 

That person was quite evidently 
the Rev. Isaac Morrill 

And the Wilmington Declaration 
of Civil Rights antedated the 
Declaration of Independence by 
three years and four months. 

Today the pastor of the Wilm: 
ington Congregational Church is the 
Rev. William Murdoch, better 
known as Bill. He is, in more than 
one sense, a successor to the Rey 
Isaac Morrill 

It is interesting to note that the 
pulpit used today by Rev. Murdoch 
was also used by Rev. Morrill. When 
the story of the original church 
building was published a few weeks 
ago, the pulpit was somehow 
overlooked. ‘The story incorrectly 
said that only two relics — the front 
step and the diary of Rev. Morrill 
remain from that early church. 

If Bill Murdoch, next Sunday 
should lean on the pulpit for a mo- 
ment, while delivering the sermon, 
he may be assured that he is leaning 
on a very solid Wilmington tradition 
‘That pulpit. w: 
aamed Evans, s

Committee sets rental fee 
for Ella Flemings School

If a proposed rental figure for the 
Ella Flemings School is accepted by 
prospective tenants, that will mean 
only one of Tewksbury’s four closed 
schools will remain vacant, And that 
school, the Old Shawsheen, which 
has been turned over to the select- 
men, has been recommended for 
demolition by the schoo! committee. 
‘The latest school to find a prospec- 
tive tenant is the historic wooden 
Ella Flemings School on Andover 
Street. The committee uanimously 
voted last Wednesday to offer to rent 
the facility for one year to two 
former Tewksbury teachers who are 
interested in starting a day care and 
nursery in the three room, 2900 
square foot building by early next 


year, 

The school committee unanimous 
ly voted to seek some $12,500 in rent 
frpm the two teachers who will runa 
for profit program from the first 
floor of the building, 

And because the program will be 
run for profit, the committee decid- 
ed that the two teachers should pay a 
slightly higher room rental fee than 
that charged to the two other tenants 
in the Center and Foster schools, 
who are non-profit 

The $12,500 a year rental fee 
breaks down into $6500 for oil, $1000 
for electricity, $4000 for the use of 
the three school rooms and rest 
room facilities, and a maintenance 
fee of $1000. 

Under a recently enacted state 
law, the committee can rent school 
buildings no longer used in the nor- 
mal operation of the system as long 
as the tenant's use of the building 
has something to do with education. 
The law also stipulates that rent 
receipts be placed in a special town 
account which will be used to pay all 
heating, electricity and 
maintenance costs

But, Sullivan said Carciofi's high 
rental figure “may scare away 
possible tenants. 

In asking the committee toreach a 
compromise between the two 
figures, Committee member Dr 
Carol Wareing said, “I don't think 
we should be charging the same rate 
we charge for non-profits."” She also 
said she couldn't go along with the 
higher fee since the two teachers 
said they would only be willing to 
pay between $10,000 and $12,000 as a

Ryan had mentioned that the 
former teachers had quoted rental 
prices for similar facilities were 
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based around $3 per square foot 
when telling him they would con- 
sider renting the building for around 
$10,000 to $12,000 a year. The $12,500 
figure works out to around $4.30 a

Concerned that a prolonged 
vacancy of the currently unheated 
facility would translate into con- 
tinual increases in the cost for 
reclaiming the structural intergity 
of the building if the committee 
decided to reopen it as a school, 
Ryan said, “We do derive a benefit 
of having the building occupied, and 
that is the key.”” 

“T think the $14,500 will scare them 
(prospective tenants) away," Ryan 
added. 

Due to a lack of heat, Ryan said, 
the floor of the building, which was 
closed by the committee in 1981, has 
already started buckling. However, 
he said the damage done to the floor 
already may reverse by itself if the 
building were occupied and heated 

The two teachers, Ryan said, will 
be responsible for the custodial 
upkeep of the building, while the 
committee should only assume 
responsibility for any needed 
repairs to the boilers, windows and 
roof, 

Ina related matter, the committee 
unanimously voted to allow the 
Church of Christ to use a portion of 
the Center School Annex for Sunday 
worship services and Wednesday 
meetings. Under the agreement, the 
Church will pay the current function 
rate to have a school custodian on 
duty while they are in the building 
and will be charged a “token” $25 
rental fee per session 
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Assignments switched for 
Wilmington’s fire deputies 


A reasfignment of the two deputy 
chiefs in the fire department has 
caused resulted in a grievance being 
filed. 

The two deputies involved are 
Walter Sowyrda and Daniel Stewart. 
Both passed the deputy chief's ex- 
am, taken last year. 

Of the two, Sowyrda had the 
higher mark, so the job of deputy 
chief went to him. Stewart was ap- 
pointed as a acting lieutenant. This 
was in 

In May, Selectman Robert 
Doucette caused ir in the select 
men's meeting when he sought to ap- 
point Stewart as a permanent lieute- 
nant. This, however, could not be 
done by the selectmen, since the 
power to appoint rests with the town 
manager. At that time, though, 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
said that Stewart would never be a 
private again. 

The concern at that time was that 
a lieutenant who had been on an ex- 
tended sick leave had exhausted his 
benefits, with his case for retire- 
ment turned down by the county 
board. He either had to return to 
work or resign. Another lieutenant 
who had informally announced his 
retirement for October decided to 
stay on for a while. 

When Lt. Sil Blonigen returned to 
work on Aug. 10, Chief Daniel 
Wandell recommended to the town 
manager that a second deputy’s 
position be created, and that Daniel 
Stewart be appointed to fill the slot. 
on a temporary basis. The position 
was then funded in a special town 
meeting on Sept. 19. 

At the special town meeting, 
Wandell explained how the second 
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deputy chief would be in charge 6f 
training and arson investigation, 
and this man would work the second 
shift 

The next occurrence was the 
publication in the Town Crier of a 
letter from Sowyrda’s son, critical of 
the appointment of the second depu- 
ty chief. 

In early October, Chief Wandell 
was sick for more than a week with 
pneumonia. During his absence, 
Sowryda had an argument with the 
daytime dispatcher at the fire sta- 
tion. 

Wandell returned to work last 
week, and on Wednesday issued an 
order, assigning Sowyrda to work 
the 4 p.m to midnight shift, and 
Stewart the day shift, In addition to 
the change in working hours, the 
order changed job descriptions for 
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each man. It stripped Sowyrda of the 
position of civil defense director, a 
Job paying $1500 per year 

When Sowyrda attempted to talk 
to the town manager, he was told 
that the town manager only speaks 
with department heads 

The firefighters union subsequent- 
ly filed a grievance with the chief, 
claiming that as senior man, Sowyr- 
da had prior rights to the job, The 
grievance also claimed that Sowyr 
da had the right to discuss his 
reassignment before it took effect. 

Chief Wandell denied the 
grievance. Subsequent steps will 
take it to the town manager and then 
to an arbitrator 

Sowyrda, meanwhile, has had to 
drop out of evening courses. Stewart 
has been taking steps to close down a 
tire business he has been operating

Sports Notebook 


Every closet coach who never 
played the game of football comes 
out of the woodwork when a 
perenially successful football team 
stumbles, for whatever reason. The 
Tewksbury High School football 
team is 1-3-1 and stumbling through 
mental errors, a rash of injuries and 
player inexperience. Patience is re- 
quired here. Unfortunately, when a 
team has had but one losing season 
in 10 years (2-8-0, 1978) and is in the 
middle of its’ longest winless streak 
since that season, every guy (or 
woman for that matter) who has 
seen a son play Pop Warner football 
wonders why the team he is playing 
on suddenly is not a winner. 

Redmen football coach Bob 
Aylward has been the coach of this 
superb program for 10 years. He has 
had one losing season, and he might 
have another one this year. What he 
shouldn't ( and won't) do is question 
himself or his team, especially if he 
feels that the questions are coming 
from people who refuse to deal with 
him face to face. 

After an opening win over 
Haverhill came a tie at Andover and 
losses to Dracut, Chelmsford and 
Central Catholic. This most recent 
setback to Central was the toughest 
to take, Playing without their star 
ting quarterback (Rob Aylward, 
cracked wrist), Tewksbury led 6-0 
into the final four minutes before a 
pair of touchdown passes sent them 
reeling to a 14-6 loss. The Redmen 
outgained Central 155-71, with a big 
chunk of that total (140) coming on 
the ground. They still lost. Not from 
the lack of effort by the players. Not 
from the lack of a proper game plan 

Tewksbury should feel lucky to 
have this team and this group of 
coaches representing the communi 
ty, Instead, grumbling comes from 
the same people who hopped on the 
Aylward Super Bowl bandwagon. 
Aylward is still a fine coach and per 
son, Nothing has changed except the 
won-loss column. Head coaches, like 
sportswriters, find it’s hard to 
please the ever-fickle fan 

Aylward has looked at Saturday's 
loss and plans on seeing his team 
bounce back. “That was one of the 
toughest losses I can ever 
remember almost ma 
sense," offered Aylward. “The 
game was the biggest giveaway that 
I've ever seen.”” 

The coach as always found the 
positives. “Saturday we had the best 
defensive line effort and the best 
pass protection that we've had all 
year.” The TMHS defense (Central 
had no first downs until the four 
minute mark of the final quarter) 
limited Central standout runner Tim 
Hickey to 33 yards on 13 carries 
while getting ‘some inexperienced 
sophomores some valuable playing 
time 
Of course despite a tough game 
coming up at Methuen (4-1) Satur- 
day minus some key people, 
Aylward feels that his kids are fully 
capable of starting forward toward a 
roaring finish. “We've been snakebit 
ever since the Andover game. With 
any kind of luck we could be a 4-1 
team. Only Dracut has beaten us 
soundly,” offers the TMHS coach. 

“We're a better team than this, a 
lot better team. And we're going to 
prove that we're a better team, 
promises Aylward. The TMHS men- 
tor refuses to bend to the idea of 
making this a rebuilding season 
“We are not rebuilding. We're play. 
ing our guts out. If we work hard, 
things are going to happen.’ 

Aylward points to inconsistencies 
and mental errors at key moments 
as factors in the slow start. “We've 
had nine guys working and two guys 
making mental errors. There has 
been a lack of concentration,” ad: 
mits Aylward 

Early in the year we seemed to 
be waiting for the next mistake to 
happen,” says the coach. “But 
we've played well enough to win four 
ballgames even as inconsistent as 
wi 
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Patience, dear fan, is a virtue 


Aylward wants his seniors to stay 
consistent and begin making the big 
plays, while he'd also like to main- 
tain ‘the performances the skill 
players came up with against Cen 
tral, “We've been spinning our 
wheels a little bit." 

The coach wants the team to take 
stock of itself, relax and perform on 
the field, “I've told the kids that talk 
is cheap, and that we don't have to 
take a backseat to anyone in this 
league. People aren't interested in 
sob stories, they're interested in 
where we're going from here." 

While Aylward attempts to mend 
this team both mentally and 
physically, those who never played, 
but always know are out their in the 
bleachers barking at the team's 

joor. ““If you reach a certain level of, 
success, people come to expect it, 
says Aylward 

“They can question me all they 
want, but they can't question these 
kids. 1 didn't turn stupid all of a sud- 
den in one year,” says Aylward, 
whose mood has not visibly shifted 
despite the won-loss mark. “I have 
the same level of enthusiasm now 
that I had 10 years ago, and I can't 
wait to get to the field this 
afternoon." 

It seems rather strange that this 
team’s play calling should even be 
open to question. This is the same of. 
fense, with changes that suit 
players who are playing the skill 
positions after limited varsity pl 
ing time. “It’s been the hardest year 
that I've ever had for play calling, 
admits Aylward, “We've been very 
inconsistent, and it has affected the 
play calling

‘Fight it, and 
let other people help you fight it, 
and try to eliminate as much 
stress as possible from your life," 
she said 

Matthews, who founded the 
Reading ACS chapter six years 
ago, has worked with a number of 
people who have had some type of 
cancer; and although there have 
been many stories in the past 
ending in tragedy, she is hoping 
people who have fought cancer 
and won will come forward with 
their success stories. 

She said the Junction was 
looking to find other cases of 
residents in the four communities 


who had any type of cancer and 
survived, as it is essential for 
other cancer victims to know 
“there is hope. There are people 
out there who have made it."" 

Matthews has found, in some 
cases, just knowing there are 
other people out there who had 
the same disease and who have 
survived, can give other victims 
the will and strength to fight for 
their lives. 


For the past several years, the 
public has been continuously 
given information by medical 
researchers on foods, en- 
vironment conditions and day-to- 
day living situations which they 
say will cause cancers. 

While many of those causes 
cannot be avoided, Matthews 
stressed smoking as one of the 
highest contributors the in- 
creasing numbers of cancer 
victims. 


Cancer cure rate increasin 


She said the chances of 
recovering from certain cancers 
such as lung cancer were 
decreased drastically by the 
smoking, and that the death rate 
for men was doubled when they 
smoked 

One of the Middlesex Junction’s 
planned events will be to bring 
actual demonstrations to 
elementary school students, on 
the differences between the lungs 
of people who smoke and those of 
non-smokers. Also, another 
National Smoke-Out Day is 
planned for November 17, where

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“I can't advocate reading 
strongly enough, " he says. “The 
parent should start reading to the 
child at the very earliest age of 
the child.

Avoid winter injury to plants 


Winters in New 
England can be rather 
harsh on certain 
plants. Why some 
plants come through 
one winter and not 
another is still a 
Question. To help 
clarify the subject, 
here are several facts 
to consider: 

There are certain 
types of winter injury 
that cause plant 
problems. They are: 1 
Low temperature, 2. 
desication and 3. 
quick freeze or 
chilling. 

Low temperature 
injury generally 
happens during early 
spring months when 
the days are cold and 
sunny. This injury 
most commonly 
results when the sun 
heats the plant to 
above the freezing 
point, then the plant is 
rapidly shaded 
causing a rapid 


temperature drop 
This will cause 
freezing inside the 
cells, and the ice 
crystals which form 
puncture or rupture 
the cell walls. 

Desication injury 
occurs when water 
leaves the plant faster 
than it is being taken 
up by the roots. It 
shows up as a

To avoid winter 
injury, the Middlesex 
County Extension 
Service has a. few 
suggestions: Select 
plants that are hardy 
in this area. Plant on a 
site with good aeration 
and well-drained soil 
Fertilize plants in late 
fall (after October 


15th) to prevent injury 
A 2 to 4 inch layer of 
mulch, (sawdust, 
woodchips, peat etc.) 
will help to reduce 
winter injury by 
conserving soil 
moisture. Some small 
plants can be  suc- 
cessfully protected by 
using windbreaks of 
burlap or canvas to 
reduce the force of the 


wind and as a source of 
shade from the winter 
sun.

The trip cost $27.00, including 
lunch, and I paid for it before 


leaving the states. It can be

I had been given a brochure 
containing rules about the visit 
hair could not be unkempt.

jeans or tennis shoes. I must have 
my passport with me at all times 

So on this day I dressed as I had 
been told and boarded the bus 
rather ehensively. There

The ride to Panmunjom took 
about an hour. “This will not be 
an enjoyable tour,” explained the 
guide, “but it will be interesting 
and educational. You will feel 
sorry for South Korea.””

Bridge of No Return. 

I find it is a pretty ride along 
Unification Road. Against the 
horizon on two sides are steep 
sided mountains that resemble 
the ones in the opening scenes of 
M*A*S*H. 

We pass by many rice paddies. 
Rice is harvested once a year in 
October. 

A rumor is going around the bus 
that the night before there was an 
incident involving infiltration by 
North Korean soldiers and some 
of them were killed. The situation 
ahead in the DMZ will be very 
tense. 

‘The guide will not discuss it and 
I have a frightened feeling in the 
pit of my stomach. 

The bus moves on and we stop 
by Freedom Bridge. Some 13,000 
Allied war prisoners came over 
this bridge to freedom after the 
Armistice of July 1953. The bridge 
is still the only passageway to 
Panmunjom beyond the Imjin 
River. 

We can't leave the bus, but an 
armed soldier comes on to check 
our passports. And he really 
checks. We open them to the page 
where our pictures are and he 
sternly compares them, not 
smiling during the whole 
procedure. I look at the floor, my 
heart beating wildly. I know my 
passport is all right, but maybe 
someone else has a forged one. 

All is OK and we go past some 
barbed wire and are in the DMZ. 
About 200 farmers live here. They 
must be home eack night by 11 
p.m. with their doors locked. But 
to compensate for the danger they 
have become rich. Each one has 
about 17.5 acres of land. 1.78 acre 
is the size of an average farm 
outside the DMZ. 

‘There are several checkpoints 
along the way. The bus st 
a jungle suited soldier 
But other soldiers stand on both 
sides with their guns pointed at 
the bus. I think they are pointed at 
me 

Ironically, the strained 
situation has made the DMZ into 
sort of a wildlife preserve. Ob: 
viously no one goes hunting for 
birds or animals there. 

We were allowed to get off the 
bus at a military fort in the Ad- 
vance Camp. Here we had lunch, 
which was sort of tedpid, and 
mostly canned. No dessert. 

Then we listen to a half-hour 
briefing by an American soldier 
who will now take over as our 
leader. He is a volunteer, as are 
the other Americans, and over six 
feet tall. Most have a least black 
belts in karate 

He tells us how to act. We will 
proceed to within a few hundred 
yards of North Korea and will be 
able to view their soldiers mar- 
ching back and forth shouldering 
guns. We must never, never point 
at them or make any gestures. 
Some may wave at us, and if we 
wave back they will take pictures 
for propaganda purposes to show 


how friendly foreigners are 
towards Communists 

Because they have pride in 
their country the Republic of 


South Korea made the rules about 
how tourist! should dress. If the 
North Koreans saw people in 


sandals, sneakers or old clothing 
they would say, “Look at these 
people. How poor they are. They 
can’t even afford good shoes or 
decent clothes."” 

Then we ail have to sign a 
declaration and include our 
passport numbers. If we had not 
done this we wouldn't have been 
allowed to continue further 
towards the north. 

1 signed that I realized I was 
entering a hostile area and would 
subject myself to the possibility of 
injury or death as the result of 
enemy action. I would not hold the 
United Nations Command, the 
United States of America or the 
Republic of Korea responsible. 

These declarations are held 
until we return safely to the 
Advance Camp and then they are 
burned. The Joint Security forces 
want no records of visitors to fall 
into Communist hands. 

We are told where we can and 
cannot take pictures, and make 
two stops at observation posts 
that oversee North Korea. After 
climbing a couple of flights of 
stairs we can watch the armed 
Communist soldiers on patrol. A 
yellow line of dashes painted in 
the middie of the street below 
marks the boundary between 
North and South. 

Rumors continue to abound 
about yesterday's incident but no 
one seems to know anything 
positive. 

There is a rotary in front of the 
Bridge of No Return. Those who 
cross over cannot return again to 
the South. Although we are told 
we can take pictures from the 
bus, for some unknown reason the 
driver does not slow down but 
goes around the rotary quite fast 
and heads back. 

There are also numerous check 
points on our homeward trip. 
Presumably someone could have 
been hiding underneath the bus, 
or might be tryi:.g to pose inside 
as a tourist 

But no enemies were found and 
in a couple of hours we were back 
in Seoul: The first thing I did was

Q. My wife, aged 71, has 
been diagnosed as having 
Alzheimer's disease. Just a 
month ago, she was rational 
and capable 90 percent of 
the time. Now, she is irra- 
tional 90 percent of the 
time. I am well and strong 
— although 68 years of age. 
We thought that our retire- 
ment funds would take care 
of any eventuality, but now 
discover that neither Medi- 
care nor our supplemental 
insurance is of any signfi- 
cant value in helping take 
care of my wife. I imagine 
that in about four years, 
we'll be cleaned out of our 
savings. 

1 am aware of the finan- 
cial problems facing the 
Medicare program, but find 
it strange that if my wife 
had a disease from which 
she could recover, she could 
be helped financially by 
Medicare.

Vieux Quebec 

Quebec City, standing proudly 
high atop the bluffs overlooking 
the St. Lawrence River, is like no 
other city in the new world. More 
European and French in ar 
chitecture and ambience than 
North American, it is a unique 
blend of the 17th and 20th cen- 
turies. Celebrating the 375th 
anniversary of its founding in 1608 
by Samuel de Champlain, Vieux 
Quebec is an historic walled city 
of old gray stone, the only walled 
city in North America. Amble 
through its narrow cobblestone 
streets filled with quaint cafes, 
boutiques and working artists, 
gaze at the old houses with their 
gabled roofs, dormer windows, 
balconies and terraces, and feel 
transported in time to another 
century. But outside its walls the 
high rises, modern shopping 
centers and 20th century ar- 


chitecture bring you back to 
reality 
Theorizing that whatever 


nation controlled this strategic 
site on the St. Lawrence would 
control the rich interior, 
Champlain built his settlement on 
the river's edge and established a 
fortress on the cliff's summit, 
thus the origin of Quebec's Upper 
and Lower Towns, 

Quebec flourished until 1759 
when the English General Wolf 
defeated the French Marquis 
Montcalm in the famous battle on 
the Plains of Abraham which 
today is a scenic park. Although 
dominated by the English, more 
than 200 years later Quebec is still 
French 

For history buffs a visit to the 
Musee du Fort is a must. The 
many seiges and battles for 
domination of Quebec are ex 
plained and vividly enacted 
through use of dioramas with 
sound and light techniques.

Although Quebec is a walking 
city, one cannot resist the clip- 
clop of the caleche, a horse and 
buggy ride along the old streets, 
to see the historical sights. Visit 
the famous Citadel, a 19th century 
fortress and see the changing of 
the guard, Battlefield Park, the 
Plains of Abraham, the ramparts 
where cannons peer over the 
famous walls or just sit quietly in 
Place d’Armes, the old parade 
square in the heart of Upper Town 
and savor the old world flavors. 

Take the funicular or 
“breakneck stairs’’ down to the 
quaint Place Royale in Lower 
Town which has the greatest 
concentration of 17th and 18th 
century buildings in North 
America. This is the cradle of 
French civilization in the new 
world and the site of Champlain's 
“Abitation.”" 

Our late evening arrival in 
Quebec coincided with a thunder 
and lightning storm but un 
daunted by the downpour revelers 
crowded the streets celebrating 
on the eve of their most important 
holiday, St. Jean Baptist Day, 
June 24. The following day ‘in 
honor of the feast the city was 
virtually closed down. Invited to a 
large noon reception of govern- 
ment and city officials and their 
elegantly dressed wives in the 
turn of the century City Hall, we 
became very much aware of just 
how French Quebec really is 
when we could not communicate 
with most of the people there. In 
their speeches, presentations and 
conversations, French was the 
language for all. However, in 
deference to our American group, 
Mayor Jean Pelletier welcomed 
us in English saying that although 
different in culture we are the 
same in humanity, making us feel 
alittle less foreign 
Le Chateau 

In spite of all the historical 
places, the landmark of Vieux 
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LE CHATEAU FRONTENAC towers over the old homes of 
the Lower Town section of Quebec on the waterfront.

Anne de Beaupre, a 
mecca for approximately one 
million pilgrims each year. The

True to the French tradition, 
becers are gourmets and 
their area is renowned for the 
large number of restaurants of 
gastronomical excellence.

Canadian meal in Les Ancetres de 
la Petite Canadian on lle 
d’Orleans which is in a 300-year- 
old farmhouse constructed with

vegetables or meat pie with 
tempting desserts of ice cream 
with maple syrup, apple or sugar 
pie — a rich concoction of brown 
and maple sugars, milk, butter 
and spices. 

Continental cuisine with the 
emphasis on gourmet-style 
Italian was the bill of fare at Chez 
Lorenzo in the Quebec suburb of 
Ste. Foy which features a special 
grain-fed veal. This is a very 
popular restaurant with the 
Quebecers, located in a three- 
story home in the suburbs. 

Quebec is a city for all seasons. 
‘The winter sports enthusiasts will 
find a winter carnival like no 
other with its giant snowman 
presiding over parties, sports and 
cultural events in a 10-day period 
of merrymaking. The outlying 
area is ski country with excellent 
slopes within easy access to 
Quebec City, 

Next year special ceremonies 
commemorating the 450th an- 
niversary of the arrival of 
Jacques Cartier in Canada will 
include many events and a visit of 
the tall ships to the newly 
restored Vieux Port de Quebec 
which promises to be a big tourist 
attraction.
